The Carpathia, which picked up twenty 
lite boats and rafts, is on its way to New 
York with survivors. Capt. Rostron of 
the Carpathia tonight said he had 
board about 800 survivors.”

USE OF HYDROPLANES IN 
SEA DISASTERS PREDICTED. 


Glenn H. Curtiss 
Would Be of More Value as Mes- 
sengers than as Life Savers. 


Uses to which a hy dro-aeroplane may be 
put in future sea disasters were discussed 
by Glenn H Curtiss. who perfected the first 
practical hydro-aeroplane. 

Mr. Curtiss also announced plans for a 
hydro-aeroplane training station which he 
soon will establish in this city. He is in Chi- 
cago to meet a party of men who want to 
finance the building of a 100 mile an hour 
American cup defender for the Gordon Ben- 
nett 200 kilometer race next August. 

“Of course, there are no big possibilities 
in a life saving way ina hydro-aeroplane,”’ 
Mr. Curtis said at the Hotel La Salle, al- 
though it has been proven that an opera tor of 
a hydro can fly out bene man and 
rescue him. Yet, unless there were hundreés 
of the machines there could be no rescue of 
passengers on a big ship like the Titanic.

Shipbuilder Says Public Demand 
for Speed Is Responsible. 


“NO ORAFT UNSINKABLE.” 


Titanic Disaster Declared No Diseredit 
to an of Larter Boats,

‘New York, Arn 16—[Spectal.)—Lewis 
| Nixon, one. of the foremost American ship- 
badidera, when asked today, what lessons, It 
sme, might be drawn from the Titanic 
disaster, eaid: The one great lesson iJ 
that men who go down to the sea in ships 
take risks. 

Nixon said that if any one was to blame 
for the sinking of the greatest ship of modern 
It was 
not necessary for the ship to follow the 
perilous northerly course, he argued, but 
the public demanded it. 

“Supposing the company,” he sald. “ had 
announced that the Titanic would cross by 
way of the southern route to avoid iceberg+¢. 
Do you suppose more than one-tenth of the 
passengers would have booked passage? 
Suppose you were going abroad. Wouli 
you take a ship sailmg by the longer or 
southern course when you could get one 
that went over the shorter northern course? 
Of course not. It Is the traveling public 
that forces the companies to send their 
ships up where the icebergs are thickest.” 


Says No Ship Is Unsinkable. 

Nixon has not lost faith in big liners be- 
cause of the Titanic’s brief and tragic career. 
A smaller ship would have fared as badly 
as, if not worse than, the giant White Star 
liner, according to Nixon. It was no re- 
flection upon the products of the shipbuild- 
ers art, he maintained, that the largest 
ship yet built should have gone to the bot- 
tom on her first voyage. As far as con- 
struction went, he said, the Titanic was 
probably better able to withstand the shock 
of collision than any of the Smaller trans- 
atiantic liners. 

There is no such thing as the unsink- 
able hip, he sald. “It never has been 
built. An unsinkable ship could be bullit, 
but it would be good for nothing elee but 
keeping afloat.. By that I mean a ship could 
be built with enough double bottoms and 
double sides and water tight compartments 
to keep her afloat even in such an accident 
as this, but she would not be the kind of a 
boat you would ever think of crossing the 
ocean on. A company could not afford to 
run such a ship. 


Says Ships Will Be Larger. 

“The Titanic was a development, an evo- 
lution from the dest examples of shipbuild- 
ing afloat. There was nothing radically dif- 
ferent about her construction. She was big- 
ger and bettér able to withstand the strongest 


| gales than most of the ships of the Atlantic.” 


Not only does Nixon regard big ships 
more seaworthy than the smaller ones, but 
he maintains that the leading companies will 
continue to build them, because of the greater 
economy in operation. There was practi- 
cally no limit to the size of the transatlantic 
liner, Nixon said, so far as the shipbuilder 
was concerned, and a vessel eight times as 
large as the Titanic would require only four 
times as much power. For that reason the 
companies would tend to bulld larger ships 
until the limit of harbor capacity is reached, 
or some other means of landing passengers 
and cargo is devised. 

Nixon found no reason to criticise the own- 
ers of the Titanic because she was equipped 
with only twenty Hfeboats, capable at the 
outside of holding 1,000 persons, or leas than 
half of those on board. Lifeboats on « big 
uner are, according to Nixon, a matter of 
sentiment as much as anything else. 


Lifeboats of Small Value. 

“The number of lifeboats carried by the 
Titanic undoubtedly complied with the law,” 
said he, “and if there la to be aay criticiam 
it should be criticism of the law, not the 
company. As a matter of fact, lt eboats do not 
vol ve the problem of safeguarding passengers 
in a wreck at sea. ed would not last long in 
rough weather.“

and. President Taft, doubly touched by the 
probable loss of his friend and military aid, 
Maj. Archibald W. Butt, held conferences 
with cabinet officers to consider government 
control over the operation of wireless. 
In the house what may resuit in @ federal 
investigation into tHe causes of the wreck 
and the enactment of protective measures 
was begun with resolutions offered by Rep- 
regentatives Mott and Hardwick. The Mott 
resolution provides for a searching inquiry 
by the merchants marine committee. The 
Hardwick resolution would touch upon regu- 
lations for life saving apparatus 


No More Big Ships. 


Chairman Alexander of the merchant ma- 
vine committee deciared the catastrophe 
would stop the building of such enormous 
vessels. He favors limitation by law upon 
the size of vessels which visit American 
ports. The committee also expects to report 
a bili to regulate wireless.

Every Ship Can Be Sunk. 


LONDON, April 16.—In response to a tele- 
gtam of jnquiry as to the number of boats 
carried the Titanic and how many persons 
they would accommodate, the White Star 
company at Liverpool sends the following 
message: 

“The Titanic had twenty boats, which is 
in excess of the official requiréments.” 
Alexander Carlisle, lately chief designer 
for Harland & Wolff, the shipbullders, and 
the designer of bath the Titanle and Olympic, 
in the course of ‘an interview said: 

„I never thought there was such a thing 
as an unsinkable ship. When the news first 
came that the Titanic was sinking by ths 
head I thought it likely it would reach port. 
The fact that it sank within four hours after 
the impact with the ice indicates its side 
was torn out. 

“BHverything that could reasonably be 
thought of was done in the case of the Ti- 
tanic and the Olymp‘c in regard to the ar- 
ranging of the bulkheads and other detalis 
in order to minimize the risk of ordinary ac- 
cident.”’ 


Lack of Sufficient Boats. 


As to the number of boats carried by the 
Titanic, Mr. Carlisle said: 

“tT am of the opinion the large ships of 
the present day do not carry anything like 
a sufficient number of boats, but until the 
board of trade and the governments of other 
countries require sufficient boats to be car- 
ried ship owners cannot afford such extra 
top weight.” 

The apparent fact that the Titanic’s boats 
were not sufficient to accommodate the ship's 
personnel is causing much comment here, 
although the papers are chary of discussing 
the subject. The law does not provide the 
largest ships sha!! 
carry. It only applies to those vessels dis- 
placing up to 10,000 tons, as it was passed 
before the present big ships had been designed 
or built. 


Inquiry Will Be Started. 
It appears the board of trade regulations 
permit a reduction by half in the number of 
boats, rafts, and buoyant apparatus carried 
when the ship is efficiently provided with 
water tight compartments, but this conces- 
sion does not apply to life jackets and * 
lar apparatus. 
The disaster will lead to a strict inquiry dy 
the board of trade into this matter, and a 
revision of the ré@gulations. This question 
hes been under discussion for some time by 
the advisory committee, composed of promi- 
nent ship owners and the board of trade 
committee, and ‘certain recommendations 
have been prepared which have not yet been 
made public. 


Must Improve Safety Precautions, 
HAMBURG, April 16.—Albert Ballin, 
managing director of the Hamburg-Amer- 
lean line, in reply to an inquiry, referring 
to the possibility of incorporating further 
safety devices on large vessels, said: 

“The great shipping companies must try 
to enlarge and improve upon the extensive 
measures of precaution which they have 
taken and which in their opinion and in 
that of the underwriters already give the 
highest possible security. I am further 
firmly convinced the Titanic was fully pro- 
vided with all modern safety appliances. 
Why they proved insufficient is a question 
that can only be answered after more er- 
tensive reports have been received.“

CAPTAIN OF REPUBLIC TALKS. 


Commander of. Sunken\ Vessel, Now Law: 
Student, Says Glancing Blow 
cr vast Disaster. 


Ann Arbor, Mich. At April 16.—[{ Special]. ]—, 
Captain. Inman Sealby, in charge of the $i 
fated Republic at the time she sank, now a 
senior law student in the University of 
Michigan, is most interested in the news of 
the sinking of the Titanic. 

He expresses no surprise that a collision 
with an iceberg would cause such a vessel 
supposed to be absolutely safe, to sink. 
Sealby has had twenty-five years experi- 
ence on the atlantic and knows the tgeachery 
of icebergs. 

He called attention to the fact that the 
Titanic struck the berg in the evening, when 
trans atlantic liners change from north to 
south track because of danger from ice. His 
opinion. is that the Titanic did not strike 
head on as that would only have damaged 
her bow and could not possibly have caused 
her to sink. 

He believes from his experience’ that a 
glancing biow was struck and the berg 
scraped down one side tearing roles through 
a large number of bulkheads.

LONDON, April 16.—Whether the under~ 
writers that carried policies on the Ill fated 
Titanic will be able to meet their obligations 
will not be known for several days. The losses 
are staggering, the greatést in the history of 
marine insurance. Just, how large they are 
cannot be stated for some time. The women 
passengers in the first cabin carried with 
them many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
jewelry. All this is now more than two miles 
below the surface of the ocean. 

All of the insurance that the White Star 
line could have written on this steamshig 
was $3,700,000, of which the company carried 
$750,000 itself. They bad tried to write poll- 
cies for $5,000,000, but the continental and 
British markets could not carry that amount 


Enormous Losses on Baggage. 
There was a large consignment of diac 
timated at from 
$2,500,000 to $5,000,000, which is a total loss 
and is covered by insurance. There was 
also a large. quantity of bonds: but the 
numbers and value of these are known a 
they can eventually be replaced.

THE TITANIC DISASTER. 
There were not enough boats. 


In this anguished pause while the world 
waits for the story of the loss of the 
Titanic from the lips of the survivors, that 


sickening fact stands out. 
There were not enough boats. 
There never are enough boats. 


The laws of seafaring nations do not 
provide that there shall be enough boats 
on these great ships that carry thousands 
of human lives into the perils of the deep. 

The Titanic went down in a smooth sea. 
The report is that “all its boats are ac- 
counted for,“ and they were all full. Yet 
only 868 souls were saved, while 1,341 
who should have been saved, and could 


have been saved, were lost. 


Year after year these huge steamers 
vail with far more passengers aboard than 
can be taken care of in case of mishap, 
aud never was the terrible irony of mans 
indifference to man more tragically dis- 
closed than in the loss of the Titanic. 
It sank at 2:20 a. m. and at dawn the 
Carpathia was on the ground, three hours 
too late for thirteen hundred precious 
lives. There floated the Titanic’s boats 
—all of them safe—and the still sea cor- 
ering the thirteen hundred who need not 


have died.

Will America, and Germany, 
France, and Holland?

ONSUMPTION is unduly preva- 
lent among the insane. Dr. Tom- 
linson of Minnesota found it preva- 
lent among those under his charge. 
Many superintendents have not 


| found it so prevalent as Dr. Tomlinson's 


figures show. Why the difference in 
opinion? 

Consumption in the insane runs a pe- 
culiar course. Cough is not much in evi- 
dence. The usual signs—those by which 
you and your neighbor guess consumption 
present—are not seen in the insane con- 
sumptire. We say the disease is masked. 
Ofttimes the insane consumptive will run 
the course of his disease, ending in death 
without any of the usual signs. 

On the other hand, consumption changes 
the workings of the mind. The hopeful- 
ness of the consumptive, of which every- 
one has heard, hopefulness in the early 
stages when a few months of out of doors 
life will cure, is natural. But the same 
buoyancy is seen in the consumptive with 
thin cheeks and a hectic flush. This is 
not optimism. It is the effect of the 
toxins of consumption. 

A few weeks ago Dr. Charies B. Reed 
of Chicago made an interesting study of 
the effects of disease poisons on the mind. 
He quoted from his private correspond- 
ence to show that Robert Louis Steven- 
son’s mind worked at its best when the 
fires of consumption were burning bright- 


st. 

When his ferer was high, his face 
finshed, his cough violent, his disease pro- 
gressing, he had some recompense in that 
his imagination was working at a feverish 
rate, his words, ideas, thoughts flowed 
freest. The progress af his consumption 
was intermittent, the exhibition of his 
genius also intermittent, and his periods

ROLLER TOWEL AND DISEASE, 

Chicago, April 11.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—July 17; 1911, an ordinance was passed 
by the Chicago city council which reads es 
follows: 

“Be it ordained by the city council of 
the City of Chicago: Section 1. That no per- 
gon, firm, or corporation owning. in charge 
of, or in control of any public lavatory or 
washroom shall maintain in or about such 
lavatory or washroom any towel for com- 
mon use. The term ‘common use as used 
in this ordinance shall be construed to mean 
for use by more than one person. Section 2. 
Any person, firm, or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be fined not less than §5 nor more than $100 
for each offense. Section 8. This ordinance 
shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval, and due pub- 
lication."’

Chicago, April 16.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. II voted against woman fuffrage, prin- 
cipally because women do not want the 
ballot. In Massachusetts a day was ap- 
Pointed for women to register their desire 
for or against the ballot, and only four per 
cent voted for it. 

During the last year, I have, in a casual! 
manner, gotten the sentiment of a hundred 


or more ladies upon the suffrage question, 


and only one eolitary individual among 
them all expressed the desire to vtte. Those 
interrogated were mostly mothers, who had 
brought up their sons and daughters with: 
out Sharing that duty and delight with paid 
servants. One of these mothers, a wealthy 
woman, who in her youth had been a child's 
nurse, related the pain and almost anger 
of the mistress “when her child, neglected 
through public and social duties, would only 
have the nurse to comfort it in its little 
troubles, and rock it to sleep at night. 

Apparently, women politicians know the 
aversion of the vast majority of their sex 
to enter the turmoil of politics, and so oppose 
a primary vote for women alone, upon the 
suffrage question. It will be a shocking 
error if men ever put the task and refpons!}- 
bility. of government on overworked women, 
without at least first of all being sure they 
want to vote, and not merely a majority of 
them, but practically all the women.

Gardening iid Flowers. 


BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 

HOSE who attempt the cultivation of 
flowers must understand from the start, 
that insects must be fought, as well as 
weeds, in order to. secure satisfactory 

) results, but. as a general thing, when 

we find our plants attacked by them, we neglect 

to do anything until it is too late to save 
them. The proper thing to do is to wage war 
on the enemy the very day he puts in an ap- 
pearance. If you begin then, as if you meant 
business, and keep up the fight along aggrés- 
sive lines, it is not a difficult thing to prevent 
injury to your plants, and rid them entirely 

‘of whatever insect has established itself on 
them But if you wait until the plants are 

covered with them you will find you have a 

hard fight on your hands, and success will only 

come—if it comes at all—after your plants 
ave suffered severely by your neglect. 

Probably the grower of house plants has 

ore trouble with the aphis or green plant 

use than any other insect. Often the win- 
pw garden is completely ruined by it. Years 
go fumigation with tobacco was resorted to:

Economical Housekeeping 


Hominy. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

T would puzzle a Philadelphia lawyer why 

in one portion of a country one sort of a 

manufacture from so universal a product as 

Indian corn should be u and in another 

portion be almost unheard of. 
In New England yellow corn meal and hulled 
corn—the latter called hominy, or samp, in the 
south—are the two products in general use, and 
they have been held in high esteem. From the 
yellow corn meal is made the fafnous Boston 
brown bread, the favorite johnnycake, the jolly 
hasty pudding, or mush, and the dainty and 
noted Indian pudding. 

The hulled corn peddlers used to go around 
once or twice a week in warm weather, and 
their product was éaten with milk * supper 
when dinners were in the middle of the day. 
The hulled corn took the place in summer of 
the mush, which was a winter dish. 


2 


The south scorns yellow corn meal, but white 
corn meal and hominy—" big hominy and =e 
hominy "—are standing supplies. The big 
lye hominy used to be sold itinerantly, as in 
the north. The manufactured product; nearest 
to this is the pearl hominy, which requires a 
day’s cooking. 

However, the great reliance of this section is 
upon “grits” and the small hominy 
comes from these. It is in daily use for break- 
fast, boiled, eaten with y or with butter 
and salt. What is left over is fried. for lunch, 
or, in croquette making regions, made into cro- 
quettes, following the recipe for rice croquettes. 

In the region half way between east and 
south, but ‘reckoned as of the latter section, 
“hog and hominy” has been the great staple. 
There must) be some picturesque history con- 
nected with this diet, but a United States gov- 
ernment bulletin speaks of this prosaically, as 
follows: 

“Among the negroés and mountain whites 
of the southeastern United States large quan- 
tities of corn are used in combination with salt 
pork, sirup or molasses, milk, some wheat flour, 
and more or less green vegetables and fruit. 
The ‘common designation, ‘hog and hominy,’ 
points out the leading features of this di«t and 
suggests its faults Ho much can be 
attributed to a lack of protein and too great a 
proportion of fats and carbohydrates, and how 
much to poor cooking, monotonous fare, and 
generally unhygienic living conditions, it would 
be hard to say.” 


> 


In the northern part of our country hominy, 
the small, is mostly used as a cereal, eaten with 
sugar, and rarely in any other way except 
fried. In cooking it for this use it is well to 
follow the directions on the package and soak 
the hominy over night. What is left over should 
be carefully packed, molded in a square dish 
first wet with cold water, and before being cut 
for frying or for toasting under the griddle 
the skin which forms over it. should be re- 
moved. 

The bulletin quoted above has the following 
to say: 

™ Hominy and samp, which are much coarser 
than meal, require longer cooking, and for this 
reason are often considered less convenient than 
other similar cereals. The very coarse hominy 
ig not an economical dish where coaking is done 
on a gas stove and fire must be kept especially 
‘for it, but in households where the range is hot 
all day a dish of it in a double botler at the 
back of the stove will almost cook itself. Sum. 
cient water is important in cooking hominy and 
samp, as the grain, if not constantly covered 
with water, makes the dish gummy and un- 
attractive. To be properly cooked; each grain 
of hominy, though soft, should retain its dis-

Among other im- 
portant changes that will be noted in a com- 
parison of the new rules with the former, none 
are greater than those that relate to maintain- 
ing the dignity of the chair. Under the old 
rules, if a member objected to a ruling of the 
chairman he would arise and make his objec- 
tion and appeal to a vote of the convention. 
Then the presiding officer would say: An 
appeal has been made from the decision of the 
chair. The question now is, Shall the ruling of 
the chair be sustained?
